A Massacre 
Threatened

'LEOPOLDVILLE, the

threatened to massacre Catholic 
missionaries at the Kivu Province 
town of Kindu just as they did _in 
Kongolo on New Year's Day, the 
United Nations reported today.

deal with the latest threat to Eu- 
ropean lives. Pressed for details, 
he said the U.N. Command ..had 
cabled headquarters in New York 
for instructions. Bud he could 
specify no military preparations

througih BritSsW Maj, Dick Law- 
son 'who. visited the uneasy town 
briefly on his retu'rn from inves- 
tigating the Kongolo massacre of 
19'.or, more white Roman Catholic 
missionaries. 


"The situation at Kindu is.'dan- 


gerous," Lawson reported. He 
Said unruly Congolese troops mov- 
ing back and forth through the 
town had created mounting ten- 
sion among the European -popula- 
tion of about 80.
